NEW PROGRAM STARTED 





Local Improvements Planned 
to Provide Work for : 
Uplanders 





Five hundred men are today 
working in the San Antonio and 
Cucamonga canyons in the cur- 
rent re-cmployment program. 
Eighty-two of the men are from 
Upland, this being the city’s 
quota under the civil works pro- 
gram. Others working on 
local project are from Ontario, 
Cucamonga and other communi- 
ties in the west end of San Ber- 
nardino county. 


Placing the men on other pro- 
jects, such as widening and grad- 
ing Sixteenth and Twenth-second 
streets and other local improve- 
ments is expected within a short 
time. 

What igs being done in Upland 
to relieve unemployment is also 
being done in every community 
in the county and in Southern 
California with the result that 
the unemployment situation 1s 
being greatly relieved. 

In a meeting in San Bernardi- 
no today, definite plans were to 
be made concerning the future 
projects for Upland and other 
communities. Assurance has 
peen given that federal funds 
will be provided to continue the 
present relief program until ear- 
ly in February. 

Under the direction of Avery 
S. Allen, chamber of commerce 
and civic association secretary, 
men are being placed on the pro~ 
ject. The chamber office this 
week has been the center of the 
city’s greatest avtivity. Scores 
of men have been waiting there 
for a call to join the ranks of the 
workers, 

Only local residents with de- 
pendents are given work. Only 


unemployment relief list up to 
30 days ago are being considered. 
Persons registering for work in 
the last month will be given con- 
sideration ag additional 
and work are provided. 

Coming at this time the federal 
works project assures the 82 
local families of sufficient income 
during the holiday and winter 


funds 


in the county 
Without the local chamber or- 
ganization and the county-wide 
committee, this immediate oper- 
ation of the relief program could 
not be realized. 

With the coming of the citrus 
harvesting season soon and with; 
the likelihood of orchard heating 
in the coming weeks the local 
unemployment relief program is 
well in hand.

THEME OF ROTARY 





Used to Illustrate Talk 
by Dr. Bert Foster 





The spirit of Thanksgiving sea- 


son wag evident in the meeting; 


of the Upland Rotary club today 
noon, at which time Dr. Bert 
Foster, rector of St. Mark’s Epis- 


copal church, gave one of his 
customary inspirational and 
spiritual addresses. Taking the 


life of John Howard Payne, auth- 
or of the immortal song, “Home, 
Sweet Home,” as an example, 
Dr. Foster brought out the 
thought that often those who do 
not have the luxuries of life are 
often more appreciative of what 
they mean than those who 
surrounded by them. For in- 
stance, the author of that song 
never had a luxurious home, yet 
“Home, Sweet Home’ was dear 
to him. Those who have homes 
too often do not appreciate them 
as those who have none, said the 
speaker. 

Noting the fall of nations when 
they lose sight of God and right 
living, Dr. Foster laid their down- 
fall to that cause. NatioHs ‘be- 
come too prosperous and too re- 
liant upon themselves and thus 
deteriorate in their spiritual and 
moral life. 

In times like the present we 
appreciate what we 
have more than in times of 
prosperity. A greater love for 
spiritual things and for home is 
the greatest essential to the re- 
turn of better times.

ONTARIO ELECTION 
OUTCOME ON SEWER 
PLANT 1S AWAITED 


Upland Will Be Affected in 
Construction of Dis- 





posal Plant 


$60,000 BONDS ARE SOUGHT 


Vote Next Tuesday to Deter- 
mine Fate of Proposed 
Improvement 


Its outcome likely to have an 


important effect on Upland, the 
election to be held in Ontario one 
week from today on the question 
of issuing $60,000 in bonds is at- 
tracting local iterest. 

If the bonds receive a two- 
thirds majority, Ontario will be- 
gin immediately the construction 


of a sewage disposal plant, the 
plant to serve ooth Upland and 
Ontario until at least 1941. Un- 
certainty about the legality of 
an option in the contract between 
the two cities is a point that will 
have to be eventually cleared up. 

As planned now, the proposed 
disposal plant will be large 
enough only for Ontario’s needs, 
according to Austin Burt, Ontar- 
io city service mranager. If 
the bonds are authorized by the 
voters and if the plant is built, 
an issue may develop in 1941 
when the city exercises or over- 
looks the option. 


In the contract made about 
1917, Ontario agreed to handle 
the Upland sewage until 1941, 


when this city exercises or over 
opportunity to renew the con- 
tract for another 20 years. On- 
tario authorities have expressed 
the belief that the option is not 
valid and therefore Upland can- 
not renew its contract. 

At any rate the election of 
Dec. 5, next Tuesday, will be 
watched with interest by people 
in the Upland district.
